2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A multilayer 
circuit board with the limitation "wherein the first grid comprises a Cartesian grid 
comprising columns and rows, where each row and each column comprises alternating 
electrical contacts from the first subset and the second subset the plurality of vias 
disposed in a second grid comprising columns and rows of equally spaced vias having a 
substantially second pitch between adjacent vias, where electrical contacts for the first 
subset are routed within the first layer using one of a plurality of first electrical traces 
and electrical contacts for the second subset are routed along the fourth layer using one 
of a plurality of second electrical traces" in combination with other claimed limitations of 
the base claim 1 , has not been disclosed by prior art of record taken alone or 
combination.
